or ufual abode, te be prefent at the time of taking fuch affidavit, if he think

And every fuch witnefs fhall be carefully examined, and cautioned to teftify 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, and being {wofn, the Juftice fhall 
attcft the fame, with the time of taking thereof, and that the adverte party was 
prefent, (if fo) or that a notification was fent him ; and fhall feal up the tefti- 
mony, and deliyer it to the party (if defired) at whofe requeft it was taken : and 
that depofitions of witneffes living out of this State, fhall be allowed in any 
Court in this State, if taken agreeable to the direétions of this. act, or the laws 
of the State where fuch witneffes fhall refide. . 

And no perfon interefted fhall write or draw up the teftimony of any witnefs

for three years, with total neglect of duty ; or in cafe of feven years abfence of 
one party, not heard of : in which cafe; and in all others abave-mentiened, the 
Supreme Court may, and faid Court is hereby empowered, on due proof, to 
grant a bill of divorce to the aggrieved party ; arid both parties fhall thereupon 
be deemed fingle, and may lawfully marry again. 
Gnd be it further enačed by tbe authority aforefaid, That it fhall be in the
